mountaineer. 

His  fellow-workman  did  not  reply.  In  fact,  no- 
body in  the  camp  upheld  a  discussion  wherein 
"Joe"  was  blamed  for  anything.  He  was  the 
overseer,  and  well  liked  by  the  whole  camp. 

Interest  passed,  for  the  most  part,  to  an  in- 
cident which  one  of  the  surveying  crew  was  relat- 
ing. After  it  was  finished  the  burly  helper  spoke 
again :

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fever.'  So  he  struck  cut  in  high  spirits  early  in 
June. 

"You  all  know  the  creek — Hazel  creek  they  call 
it — that  runs  by  Hunter's  old  mill.  That's  where 
be  went  first.  They  made  some  pretty  good  finds 
there  years  back.  But  no  less  than  a  dozen  miners 
have  turned  the  gravel  over  since  then ;  and  we  nad 
all  concluded  that  every  grain  of  goid  was  out 
of  it.  But  ycuDg  Tucker  didn't  consider  that.  He 
was  lured  on  by  the  stories  we  had  told  him  of  full 
pockets  along  the  creek,  atid  there  was  nothing 
•could  discourage  him.  He  went  clean  to  the 
head  of  the  ere 3k  three  miles  above  the  mill  and 
■started  down.  It  was  a  slow,  hard  piece  of  work; 
but  the  way  the  lad  kept  at  it  was  worthy  of 
reward.  For  three  weeks  he  shoveled  and  panned 
steadily,  handling  tons  of  rocks  and  gravel.  But 
that  time  he  had  worked  his  way  to  the  mill  with- 
out finding  five  days  wages  of  gold.

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Just  as  the  speaker  finished,  the  breakfast  gong 
rang  and  his  audience  piled  into  the  boarding 
house. 

But  that  was  not  the  end  of  the  story.  Dick- 
house  was  right  in  his  conjecture  that  "there  was 
nothing  back  of  Leo  Tucker's  expedition  into 
that  part  of  the  country."

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Immediately  before  the  Christmas  holidays  is 
always  a  good  time  for  reviewing  the  past  term's 
successes  and  failures  and  for  looking  into  the 
future  'to  avoid  more  failures  and  to  insure 
greater  successes.

The  Senior  Class,  although  perhaps  an  average 
class,  is  in  a  temporary  lethargy  and  its  meetings 
are  somewhat  on  the  syle  of  he  burlesque.  The 
class  has  a  heavy  term's  work  before  it  and  be- 
sides the  routine  of  studies,  must  look  forward 
to  its  time  of  graduation,  the  graduating  exer- 
cises, the  Senior  ball,  the  farce,  with  its  long 
weeks  of  rehearsals,  and  several  minor  matters 
that  are  bound  to  present  tnemselves.

Two  important  questions  have  arisen  within 
the  last  month  that  give  a  good  example  of 
"school  spirit."

Although  last  year  was  our  first  year  to  put 
In  a  basketball  team,  Oakland's  veteran  team  only 
defeated  us  by  one  point.  This  year  Mr.  Musgrove 
of  the  U.  C.  team  has  generously  donated  his  ser- 
vices as  coach  and  every  thing  points  to  even  a 
better  team  next  term. 

This  year  we  have  also  a  girls'  basketball  team, 
which  has  been  making  a  name  for  Berkeley  High 
in  a  new  branch  of  athletics. 

We  have  lost  all  but  about  three  of  our  tennis 
players.  All  who  can  play  tennis  at  all  should 
come  out  and  help  us  get  a  winning  team  this 
year. 

We  now  come  to  the  financial  part.  We  may 
seem  to  give  undue  prominence  to  this  by  talking 
about  it  at  every  opportunity,  but  we  can  not 
emphasize  it  too  strongly.

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enable  us  to  start  spring  athletics  on  a  firm  basis. 
Many  of  the  girls  also  signed  up,  thus  showing  the 
spirit  that  is  growing  up  in  the  school. 

Another  thing,  every  body  should  turn  out  to 
the  games  and  field  days  and  make  the  teams  feel 
that  it  does  make  some  difference  whether  they 
win  or  not.  Under  the  present  coach  system  we 
will  see  good  games  and  not  only  get  our  money's 
worth  but  the  money  will  help  support  the  teams.

Although  he  is  not  ostentatious  about  his  aid,  I 
think  every  one  in  the  school  realizes  that  all  we 
are  in  athletics  has  been  made  possible  by  him.

In  considering  the  work  of  the  Associated  Stu- 
dents during  the  past  term,  the  rallys  are  first 
of  importance.  Outside  of  the  election  of  Athletic 
Association  officers  no  other  meetings  have  been 
held.  These  meetings  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall 
have  been  very  successful  in  fulfilling  their  pur- 
pose.

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  after  we  had 
settled  down  to  our  regular  routine,  came  the 
football  talk  and  the  speculations  as  to  our  pros- 
pects for  a  championship  team.  The  outlook  was 
not  very  bright,  for  we  had  but  four  of  last  year's 
championship  team  with  which  to  start  one  this 
year.  However,  the  Berkeley  High  School  spirit 
rose  to  the  occasion,  and  although  we  did  not  de- 
velop a  winning  team,  yet  we  had  the  finest  aggre- 
gation of  players  that  ever  represented  the  school. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  we  obtained 
Lesley  Symmes  to  coach  us.  He  started  into  work 
with  a  good  will,  and  soon  had  the  players 
rounded  into  form.

We  had  been  in  practice  but  a  short  whne 
when  we  were  scheduled  to  play  Alameda  High 
for  the  championship  in  the  first  league  game. 
We  won  this  game  by  a  score  of  G-0,  but  as  we 
had  had  no  practice  games  prior  to  this,  it  was 
not  a  first-class  exhibition.  However,  it  gave 
the  coach  a  good  idea  of  what  material  he  haa 
to  deal  with. 

On  Saturday  October  1st,  we  were  scheduled 
to  play  Oakland  Polytechnic  High.  They  defaulted 
however,  and  in  their  stead  we  played  the  Deaf, 
Dumb  and  Blind  Institute.

Several  practice  games  have  been  played,  but 
no  match  games  as  yet,  although  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  match  games  with  Petaluma, 
Vallejo  and  Benecia. 

The  first  practice  game  was  played  with  the 
Girls'  High,  and  Berkeley  was  defeated  by  a 
score  of  24  to  4.     It  was  a  big  score,  but  it 


showed  up  the  weak  points  and  made  the  team 
practice  harder  than  ever. 

The  next  week  a  game  was  played  with  the 
U.  C.  Freshmen  at  the  Hearst  Hall  Court. 
Many  of  the  High  School  girls  turned  out  and 
cheered  the  team.  Doubtless  many  more  would 
have  done  so  had  they  known  of  the  game.  After 
a  hard  game  the  score  stood,  High  School,  12; 
Freshmen  9. 

Next  a  game  was  played  with  the  Lowell  Higi- 
School  and  when  the  whistle  blew  the  score 
stood  17  to  8  in  Berkeley's  favor.  The  same 
day  a  second  game  was  played  with  the  Girls' 
High,  but  owing  to  the  darkness  only  one  half 
could  be  played,  score,  Berkeley  2,  Girls'  Hign 
2.  This  game  showed  the  wonderful  improvement 
of  the  team,  for  a  little  over  a  week  before  the 
same  team  had  beaten  them  24  to  4.

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The  four  winds  of  earth,  laden  as  they  are  with 
good  cheer  at  this  time  of  the  year,  bring  to 
every  student,  from  1904  to  1908,  and  to  every 
member  of  the  beloved  faculty,  in  the  dear  old 
school,  best  wishes  for  a  Merry  Christmas  and 
a  Happy  New  Year  from  the  members  of  the 
Berkeley  High  School  Alumni  Association,  scat- 
tered though  they  may  be,  studying,  working  or 
traveling.  The  little  red  and  gold  class  pin  is 
carefully  take  out  and  pinned  to  lapel  or  scarf  as 
of  yore. 

Could  John  C  Dorin,  honored,  though  lone 
member  of  the  class  of  1883,  walk  in  through 
the  doors  of  the  red  brick  building  on  Grove 
street,  he  would  find  nothing  to  remind  him  that 
it  was  the  Berkeley  High  School,  for  it  has  out- 
grown his  wildest  imagination.  That  today  there 
are  between  600  and  700  students  in  the  school 
is  hardly  credited  by  the  old  alumni,  though  to 
the  members  of  the  late  classes  it  is  no  surprise, 
for  they  have  watched  the  rapid  growth  with 
pride  and  delight.  Beginning  with  January,  the 
regular  half-year  classes  will  become  a  regular 
part  of  the  school,  and  a  year  from  now  the 
Alumni  Association  will  gladly  welcome  into  its 
ranks  a  new  class,  that  of  December,  1905. 

This  is  a  significant  move  for  the  alumni.  It 
means  that  there  must  be  two  receptions  given 
a  year  instead  of  one,  and  consequently  it  means 
that  the  alumni  will  be  brought  together  oftener 
than  before  and  closer  into  contact  with  the 
school.  A  stronger  association  wm  result  and 
the  affairs  of  the  High  School  will  become  more 
directly  a  part  of  the  Alumni  Association  than 
in  the  past.  You  students  must  not  forget  that 
the  alumni  are  watching  you  closely,  ready  to  put 
forth  a  helping  hand  at  any  time  you  need  it, 
even  though  they  seem  to  be  indifferent. 

There  is  a  movement  on  foot  among  the  alumni 
residing  in  this  city  to  reorganize  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation on  a  more  active  basis  than  hereto- 
fore, and  if  the  Hi°-h  School  will  help,  it  will  be 
accomplished  in  a  short  time.  It  is  the  desire 
of  those  most  interested  to  make  the  "B.  H.  S. 
Alumni"  something  more  than  a  mere  figurehead, 
but  they  have  been  hampered  by  the  lack  of  a 
suitable  meeting  place.  Now,  if  the  school  will 
urge  the  installation  of  lights  in  the  Assembly 
Hall,  the  alumni  association  will  do  the  rest. 

The  plan  is  to  hold,  besides  the  regular  dance 
and  reception  to  the  graduating  class,  a  social 
evening  once  every  three  months,  in  honor  of  a 


member  of  the  faculty,  an  alumnus  or  a  class  of 
the  High  School.  A  short  informal  program 
would  be  presented  and  the  Alumni  Association 
would  become  a  living,  breathing  thing.  Al- 
though the  need  for  such  an  association  may  not 
seem  so  apparent  to  the  alumni  in  college,  who 
meet  often  at  the  different  receptions  and  in  the 
class  rooms,  yet  to  us  of  the  alumni  who  have 
entered  real  life,  it  means  a  great  deal.  It  means 
meeting  once  more  the  class-mates  with  whom 
we  worked  and  struggled  for  four  years,  the  re- 
newing of  friendships  broken,  through  separation, 
and  the  chance  to  shake  the  hands  of  our  teach- 
ers once  again,  for  though  they  may  have  cinched 
us,  yet  we  cannot  help  having  a  deep  regard 
and  liking  for  those  who  have  helped  us  in  the 
happiest  days  of  our  lives — our  High  School  days. 

It  would  be  very  little  trouble  to  get  up  an 
extensive  program  for  one  of  these  meetings, 
perhaps  a  play,  if  the  school  needed  money  for 
a  worthy  cause,  such  as  an  addition  to  the  li- 
brary, to  clear  an  athletic  debt  or  to  start  a 
fund  for  something,  as  for  instance,  a  gymnasium. 
All  this  would  be  possible  with  a  free  Assembly 
Hall  and  an  active  association,  such  as  is  planned. 

This  year  the  alumni  of  the  High  School  have 
reason  to  congratulate  themselves,  for  they  have 
turned  out  very  well  to  the  games  and  contests 
and  have  upheld  the  honor  of  the  red  and  gold. 
Though  not  champions  in  football,  the  alumni  are 
proud  of  the  fact  that  Berkeley  High  School  r  ; 
the  best  playing,  grittiest  little  team  in  the  lea- 
gue. At  the  beginning  of  this  term,  the  alumni 
were  feeling  rather  blue  because  of  the  lack  of 
school  spirit  that  had  made  its  appearance.  But 
now  all  is  being  changed  and  the  good  old  days  of 
Berkeley  High  School  seem  to  be  coming  back. 
Yet  they  never  can  entirely,  for  Berkeley  High 
is  now  a  large  school  and  the  harmony  and  friend- 
liness between  teachers  and  pupils,  the  strong 
attachment  of  the  students  for  me  school  itself, 
can  never  be  quite  as  it  was  in  the  days  when 
there  were  graduating  classes  of  twenty  and 
thirty.  But  there  can  be  formed  a  closer  and 
warmer  bond  between  the  alumni  and  the  school 
and  there  will  be. 

So,  as  the  Christmas  chimes  are  ringing  in  our 
ears,  let  us  drink  a  toast  to  Berkeley  High 
School  and  the  Alumni  Association — may  they 
ever  live  side  by  side,  helping  one  another  and 
"eating  of  the  same  bread!" 
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"All's  well  that  ends  well." 

Truly  then,  we  can  say  that  it  is  well  with  the 
Forum.  The  society  will  have  finished  its  acti- 
vities of  the  first  part  of  the  year  by  the  time 
this  reaches  its  readers.  In  these  activities,  two 
things  may  be  pointed  out  as  making  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  society.  First  is  the  material 
which  has  come  forward  for  the  spring  debate. 
.So  long  as  Berkeley  does  not  belong  to  the  debat- 
ing league,  and  hence,  only  looks  ahead  to  the 
contest  with  the  time-honored  rival,  Oakland,  we 
must  measure  our  successes,  largely  by  the  suc- 
cess which  has  been  met  with  up  to  the  holidays, 
in  developing  material  for  that  event. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  usual  condi- 
tions of  affairs  existed.  Nearly  all  of  the  firm 
pillars  of  the  society  had  been  taken  out,  and 
relaid  in  the  Alumni  Association.  New  timbers 
were  scarce  and  "shaky."  That  is,  new  men, 
after  hearing  White  in  his  grand  "finish"  last 
year,  hesitated  about  attempting  that  standard  of 
excellence.  Then,  there  was  other  opposition, 
stronger  than  usual,  and  from  unexpected  sources. 
So  with  these  difficulties  met  and  overcome,  and 
half  a  dozen  hard-working  fellows  in  line  for  a 
team  to  do  the  proper  thing  down  at  Oakland  next 
May,  there  certainly  is  ground  for  the  feeling  that 
all  is  well  in  the  Forum. 

The  second  good  ending  is  the  junior  debate. 
Whatever  may  be  the  outcome — we  have  no  doubt 
what  the  outcome  will  be — it  is  a  big  step  in  the 
right  direction.  The  quality  of  the  team  which 
met  Oakland  last  spring  attested  the  value  of  the 
fall  debate  with  Alameda.  There  is  nothing  like 
practice,  and  when  that  practice  is  in  the  real 


contest,  and  not  a  sham  battle  between  fellow- 
members,  it  has  the  right  effect.  So  the  idea  of 
starting  the  younger  members  in  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible is  a  good  one,  and  ought  to  be  made  a 
permanent  thing. 

The  membership  of  the  Forum  has  been  men- 
tioned so  often  in  former  issues  that  it  needs  but 
passing  note  in  this  final.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  member  of  workers  is  as  large  as  any  other 
year  in  the  Forum.  And  nearly  all  of  the  members 
take  an  unusually  active  interest  in  their  society. 
This  has  been  especially  noticeable  in  the  way 
debates  have  been  prepared,  and  also,  the  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings.  Scarcely  a  meeting  has 
been  postponed  for  lack  of  a  quorum.  This  speaks 
well  for  the  few  fellows  who  have  elected  to 
support  debating,  and  surely  they  deserve  the  sup- 
port of  the  school. 

"Keep  it  up,  even  against  odds,"  were  the  words 
which  Mr.  James  left  us  as  a  watchword,  in  his 
remarks  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  And  thus, 
the  Forum  has  successfully  completed  the  first 
half  year,  although  little  encouragement  has  been 
received  from  the  schools,  and  handicapped  as  we 
were  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  But  the 
past  is  past.  The  future  is  now  our  field,  let  each 
one  of  us  enter  it  with  the  determination  of  doing 
his  best,  and  undoubtedly  our  second  term  will 
prove  more  prosperous  than  our  first.
